NOT TOO DEEP 

New gardeners should guard a- 
gainst planting too deep, and when 
the seed has germinated the plants 
shoulqd not be allowed to grow too 
close together. Very fine seed like 
that of the poppy and alyssum, for 
instance, is best mixed with a little 
dry sand and the mixture sown, oth- 
erwise the seed will not go very far: 
and will go in much too close to- 
gether. With small sdeds merely pres- 
sing into finely prepared soil will be 
sufficient. The general rule is to sow, 
to a depth of three times the diam- 
eter of the seed. This will mean pres- 
sing in most fllowers except things 
like Castor Beans, Nasturtiums and 
Sweet Peas which are large and 
should be covered about an_ inch 
deep. Bulbs or corms like the Dahlia, 
and Gladiolus may be put down quite 
a piece, from four inches to a foot. 
Fine garden seed such as lettuce and 
carrots are merely pressed well into 
the soil and raked lightly over, beets 
buried about half an inch and beans 
and peas about an inch. Thinning 
of both flowers and vegetables is 
most important after the plants are 
up an inch or so. With flowers a 
good rule is to have half as much 
space between as the plants are high. 
This will be about a foot between 
ordinary Marigolds, Petunias and As- 
ters, two to three feet between Cos- 
mos, and Dahlias but only an inch or 
so separating tiny Alyssum, Lobellia 
and other edging plants. . Well 
spaced flowers will be more sturdy 
thus resisting heavy wind and rain, 
and the plants will be more sym- 
metrical. Even the smallest vege; 
tables such as lettuce and_ radish, 
must be thinned too. An inch or 30 
will be sufficient and that is also all 
the room that will be needed for car- 
rots ang beets, because when these 
things have developed roots an inch 
thick and two or three long every 
other plant should be removed and 
used, and this proceeding followed 
until the whole row is used up. 

PERENNIALS 
Most perennials should be planted 


early. A bed compo3ed of Peonies, 
' Delphiniums, Iris, Oriental Poppies, 
Poppies, Phlox, Canterbury Bells 
and other beautiful plants, will last 


for years and it is difficult to work 
it much once such flowers are estab- 
It is important to have the 
soil well prepared before planting 
and it must be dug thoroughly and 
plenty of fertilizer worked in. 
Drainage must be provided, as a per- 
ennial bed that stands under water in 
the early spring, will s00n lose much 
of its population. Care should be ex- 
ercised against over crowding as this 
will mean weaker growth and _ the 


|wreatest difficulty in removing weeds. 


With many of the perennials, particu- 
larly the Iris, Evening Primrose and 
of course the biennials, such as 
Sweet William, it will be best to 
move every two to four years, as 
clumps die out in the centre and new 
divisions seem to give better results 
than old plants. Most of this divid- 
ing and resetting will be done in 
early spring, though there are some 
exceptions, notably the Oriental Pop-

LAWNS 

The secret of a thriving lawn is 
good seed and plenty of plant food. 
Of course the ground must: be level 
and well worked and it is best to let 
it lie idle for a week or two either 
in the fall or early spring, so as to 
allow weeds to germinate and be 
killed, but from seeding time on, 
much depends on the quality of seed 
used and the amount of plant food 
supplied. There are almost as many 
kinds of grass seed offered as there 
are tobacco. A good mixture will 
contain different varieties of grasses. 
Such mixtures, of course are more 
expensive but they are the only kind 
which will keep on growing finer and 
more velvety year after year. A 
cheap mixture of coarse grasses will 
make a fine showing the first year, 
but gradually get coarser and thin- 
ner as time passes on. For shady 
locations, special mixtures will have 
to be secured. Grass, is a crop and 
like all such it must be fed. Most 
of the trouble with weeds in estab- 
lished lawns is due to lack of feed-|’ 
ing. Weeds will grow where fine 
grass starves and often an applica- 
tion of good fertilizer applied care- 
fully so as not to burn, will start 
grass shooting ahead and plantain, 
dandelion and othér pests will be 
crowded out. 

PERMANENT SCREENS 

Under perennial screens there are 
all sorts of shrubs grown for both 
foliage and flowers, ornamental trees 
and herbaceous perennials which will 
come up from the ground year after 
year. Where screening is wanted 
both winter as well as summer, ever- 
greens should be chosen. Of the 
vines there are the Virginia Creepers, 
sdme of which will cling without sup- 
port, Dutchman’s Pipe, Boston Ivy, 
Trumpet Vine, Clematis and. others.

are a number of othér ways to help 
the crop according to experiments 
conducted at the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Scott. Seven weeks 
ago the advantages of sprouting |in 
giving earlier maturity and ine ed 
yields were reviewed and a summary: 
of other results with potatoes is now 
presented. | 

A seven year test to determine the 
number of eyes per set imcluding 
whole small potatoes resulted in 
highest yields from sets containing 
three eyes. Results from distance 
of planting favour thirty-six imches 
between the row and fourteen inehes 
in the row. In comparing three 
versus six cultivations during the 
season, it was concluded that mose 
than three cultivations apeared to 
be unnecessary labour. Yields from 
freshly cut sets were considerably 
higher than from sets cut two weeks 
before planting. In dates of plant- 
ing, around the tenth of May al- 
ways led in yield with decreasing 
yields for plantings sown weekly 
thereafter. 

There appears to be no advantage 
in the extra work of hilling as rows 
gave higher yields. When it eomes 
to the experiment which gave great- 
est yield, the influence of windbreak 
excelled with increased yields up to 
one hundred and sixty bushels per 
acre, over potatoes grown in open 
fields. . 

Stem, leaf and root development 
influence the yield of potatoes. Rot- 
ted manure worked into the land is 
valuable for potato land. Chemical 
fertilizers should not he sown in di- 
yrect contact with the potato seed 
but separated by a thin layer of 
soil. Surprisingly good results have 
been obtained by using one hundred 
and fifty pounds per acre of amonium 
phosphate and twenty pounds ot 
potash—the 
combination could readily be observ- 
ed in the growing crop. 


PREVENTION OF HOG BRUISING 


The hog is subjected to its first 
danger of bruising when being load- 
eq out of the feeding pen at the farm 
previous to being taken to market. 
Very often the pigs have not been 
out of the fattening pen for months, 
and, unless strict precaution is exer- 
cised in loading out of the pen, diffi- 
culties will occur. When the shipper 
loses his temper and the pigs are 
beaten, the result is that they are 
heated up and often bruiseq before 
they leave the station. Bruises that 
occur before shipment are the most 
serious because sufficient time elapses 
béfore slaughter to allow such bruises 
to fester, thus damaging a portion of 
the surrounding tissue in addition to 
the bruised spot. 

With proper preparation the main 
difficulty in loading out hogs at the 
farm is often overcome. The loading 
chute should be gone over and given 
the necessary, repair, after which it 
should be put into place. The wagon 
with stock may now be backed into

be made sure, with the sides proper- 
ly closed in. Pigs are suspicious of a 
steep, bare, slippery chute and, es- 
pecially when not acquainted with it, 
are likely to refuse to move from the 
pen. Clubbing only adds to their 
stubborness and when it is once a- 
roused loading becomes a difficult 
task. On the other hand pigs like 
to nose around in fresh bedding, and 
& well-bedded chute that provides 
easy access to the wagon will often 
be sufficient inducement to arouse 
their curiosity and permit of their 
being loaded without trouble. 

Unloading pigs from the wagon 
and reloading them into the stock 
car is the second place where con- 
siderable bruising occurs. At some 
shipping points there is not a good 
unloading chute. Poor unloading fa- 
cilities result in rough handling of 
the hogs, and farmers should insist 
that railways provide nroper unload- 
ing chutes. Pigs should be driven to 
the approach of the car without un- 
due hurry or crowding and the use 
of canes or heavy goad sticks should 
he avoided.

Dorinny is a new introduc- 
tion, a good quality corn whose sea- 
son unfortunately overlaps that of 
Golden Bantam. 

Blackie Egg Plant, a hybrid of 
Nagasaki and Black Beauty proved 
to be the heaviest producer Jast year 
and is an introduction from the Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm. 

Much work has been done on po- 
tatoes. Carter’s Early Favorite anc 
Gold Nugget are comparatively new 
and worthy of a trial, being early and 
of good quality. Columbia Russet 
was the heaviest producer last year 
with 485 bushels of marketable tu- 
bers per. acre but it is a late variety. 
Warba, a pink-eyed white potato, is 
considered to be about ten days. earl- 
ier than Irish Cobbler. Chippewa 
and Katahdin, two varieties from the 
US. Department of Agriculture, are 
smooth white potatoes but for the 
average year may be slightly too 
late for general use.

SHOW SUBSTANTIAL GAINS 


The Canadian National Railways 
got off to a good start this year, 
showing an operating profit of $65,- 
000 for the first three months as a- 
gainst a loss of over $4,000,000 for 
same period last year, and indications 
are that the system will show a sub- 
startially improved financial position 
at the end of the year. This state- 
ment was made by Hon. C. P. Ful- 
lerton, chairman of the recently ap- 
pointed board of trustees. 

This improvement Mr. Fullerton 
attributed to a number of things. 
Traffic operations showed substanial 
gains in all branches, with the ex- 
ception of wheat. Economies were 
effected through the “pooling” ar- 
rangement with the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, and other economies were 
made within the system. This couid 
not have been accomplished, he said 
without the full co-operation of the 
entire personnel of the organization. 

“It is quite true that very large 
savings can be made through the 
pooling of resources; that is what 
we are aiming at,” he remarked. 
“Much can be accomplished by the 
two railways working together in 
good faith, but it is a very difficult 
matter and one that takes time and 
patienee.”
